Paul, they left a prisoner, identi- 
fied as Peter Anders, whose con- 
fession-of the Ross kidnaping Was 
announced by Hoover Tuesday." 
Their activities and dress gave 
rise to speculation that the agents 
might be headed for the place 
Anders had designated as the 
grave of Ross and James Atwooc 
Gray, described by F. B. I. Chief 
Hoover as Anders' slain partner in 
the $50,000 kidnaping.

Atlantic Seaboard.

Subzero cold hugged the east- 
ern seaboard for the second con- 
secutive day, with a prospect of 
rising temperatures, as the north- 
west's blanket of frigid air crept 
over New England, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania and New York state. 
Upstate New York apparently 
registered the lowest subzero fig- 
ures. 
In some spots it was 38 
below. 
Berlin, N. H.. examined 
with mittened hands a thermom- 
eter reading of 32 below; High 
Point, N. J., had 24 below and 
many unofficial readings in Con- 
necticut skidded as far as 26 under 
the cipher mark. 
New York city had the dubious 
satisfaction of experiencing a one 
point improvement over Tuesday's 
!ow readings at midmorning. From 
an early hour low of 8 above, the 
temperature climbed to 11. In 
Pennsylvania's 
Pocono mountain 
region, readings fell to 12 below, 
with the mercury still toboganning. 
Warmer weather was in pros- 
pect, however. Boston bureaq of- 
ficials said the snap evidently was 
running its course. The forecast 
for both New England and New 
York state was "slowing rising" 
temperatures.

It was feared 
there were many casualties. 
LONDON. (UP). Five hundred

Cromwell told the committee h< 
made his tax proposal

"As far as lam concerned ant 
my family and my wife, they are 
wealthy people," Cromwell said 
"There has been provided some 
billion dollars of tax exempt securi 
ties in which we can invest ou 
money and pay no part toward thi 
sunport of government. 
I thin! 
that is a very pernicious system. 


Cromwell's contention that hi 
proposal would aid the wage 
earner led Doughton to exclaim 
"H3verytlnie someone makes a pro 
posal like this they say it is in 
the interest of somebody else." 
Representative 
Cooper

Tenn.) inquired: "The only wa; 
you know of helping the poor i 
by shifting the tax burden fro: 
the wealthy to the poor?" 
"That's a peculiar way of put 
ting it," replied Cromwell. "As i 
matter of fact 75 percent of taxe 
are now paid by the poor," h 
said. 
Cromwell clashed with Dough 
ton over a reference to govern 
ment "taxing capital away." "No 
body is proposing that," Doughtoi 
said, "or proposing to *tax half o 
it or one-third of it away.

MORTGAGE GUARANTY 


Hundred Members of East- 


ridge Club Object to 


Judgment. 


Submission was taken by the 
supreme court Wednesday of the 
appeal of 100 members of East- 
ridge club from a judgment of the 
Lancaster district court holding 
them individually liable in various 
sums for the $33,000 that remains 
due to holders of bonds after the 
security had been sold. In 1926 
these 104 members of the club 
signed a guaranty running to the 
Lincoln Safe Deposit company, 
that if it would loan the club $50,- 
)00 on its leasehold of the proper- 
ties east of the city, they would 
guarantee the company against 
"ultimate loss by reason of mak- 
ing of said loan." The company 
split the loan into bonds of vary- 
ing size and sold all these within 
three months to investors. The 
loan ran for ten years, with instal- 
ment payments. Bonds were sold 
at par. 
The guarantors deny any liabil- 


ity on the instrument signed, on 
the ground that their 
guaranty 
was only that the same deposit 
company would suffer no loss, and 
that as the evidence shows it did 
not lose any money, their liability 
is extinguished. The district court 
held against them. Their attorneys 
argued that a guaranty must be 
strictly construed in favor of the 
guarantors, and their liability will 
not be extended by construction 
beyond their specific agreement. 
It was also contended that the 
instrument is not a general guar- 
anty, and that nowhere is there 
any promise to guarantee payment 
of 
the 
instruments sold. The 
guaranty was that if the deposit 
company lost by reason of having 
to foreclose, the guarantors each 
agree to pay l-100th of the loss 
not exceeding $500 each 
The suit is in the name of the 
First Trust company, successor- 
trustee. It was contended on its 
behalf that since the 
guaranty 
was executed as security for the 
debt evidenced by the bonds and 
secured by the mortgage, all these 
instruments enter into the trans- 
action and should be construed to- 
gether to determine the true intent 
of the parties.

X-RAYS ON HUMAN CANCER 


&. 
Long- Standing Puzzle in 


Treatment Unraveled. 


NEW YORK. tff). A long stand- 
ng puzzle about the value of mil- 
ion volt x-rays on human cancer 
was jsolved with announcement of 
a discovery that the high power 
rays act like shrapnel shells. The 
discovery was told in the annual 
report of the Crocker institute of 
cancer research of Columbia uni- 
versity under 
direction of Dr. 
Francis Carter Wood. 
X-rays of all kinds destroy can- 
cer only indirectly. The rays them- 
selves have no effect. But they 
explode masses of electrons in a 
.issue cell, thereby destroying the 
cell. With low power x-rays these 
explosions scatter the electrons in 
ill directions, like shell fragments. 
But the million volt rays drive 
nearly all the electrons in one gen- 
eral direction, a forward motion 
like exploding shrapnel. 
In one case a man with cancer 
at the root of the tongue, who 
could not be treated 
effectively 
with low voltage rays because they 
burned the skin of his mouth, was 
given the million volt rays until 
the cancer disappeared. 


SOCIAL SECURITY COST 


ABOVE THAT OF TAXES 


With Rail Retirement Pro- 


gram in Red $294,681,- 


343 Up to Jan. 1. 


WASHINGTON. </P). The trea- 
sury 
revealed that the social 
security and railroad retirement 
programs cost, up to Jan. 1, $294,- 
681,343 more than the income from 
the taxes imposed to finance them. 
The total expenditures were given 
as $960,975,659 and receipts $666,- 
294,316. 
An official treasury statement— 
the first of a monthly series on 
these new federal undertakings— 
emphasized, however, that such a 
condition was not to be considered 
permanent. 
Social security taxes, the state- 
ment said, were designed primarily 
to build up a reserve for old age 
pension benefits whereas in the 
initial stages they have been ap- 
plied widely to other uses, chiefly 
grants to states to aid m getting 
their security programs started 
Such grants accounted for about 
half the reported expenditures 


While several phases of social 
security, including old age assist- 
ance, aid to dependent children, va- 
rious health services and aid to the 
blind, were started before the first 
of the year, one of the biggest— 
unemployment insurance—did no) 
become generally operative until" 
that time 
The labor department reporter 
that 1,162,000 persons in 21 states 
and the District of Columbia filed 
claims for such insurance during

Of the bodies recovered 
only two had been identified— 
those of Rev. Brother Jean Bap 
tiste, 64, and Joseph Vincent, 15 
Coroner Paul Morin ordered ar 
investigation of reports that an ex 
plosion had preceded the fire, dis 
covered at 2 a. m. Tuesday.

NO PROGRESS. 


If there is anywhere in our po- 


.itlcal economy that we as a peo- 
ple have failed notably, It is- in 
.he handling of the farm problem. 
We have struggled with this mat- 
ter for many years and with all 
our national might for more than 
a decade. After all this effort and 
expenditure of money, the whole 
matter now may be summarized 
in two words, "no progress." 


The expenditure of money was 


not a total loss, of course. Some 
benefit was derived from this al- 
location of funds to farmers. But 
as to actual advancement toward 
the permanent solution of the prob- 
lem of the nation's farms, the re- 
port remains simple and brief, "No 
progress." 


The needs of agriculture 
are 


much the same now as they have 
been for a number of years. The 
American Farm Bureau federation 
has declared that parity for farm 
Income, IB imperative. The federa- 
tion contends that agriculture now 
is out of balance with industry 
and labor. Its committee points 
out that it is obvious a farm pro- 
gram to assure parity prices and 
parity income to producers of 
basic crops would be the most ef- 
fective factor in restoring a condi- 
tion of balance. It also argues that 
because of the tremendous pur- 
chasing power of agriculture both 
as to consumer goods and durable 
goods, farm buying power is a 
positive necessity to continued na- 
tional prosperity. 


The federation committee does 


offer a constructive

when it outlines two proposals 
which It feels should be Incorpo- 
rated in a farm program.

ram, including grants and aids to 
armers co-operating.

NO WISCONSIN 
TVA. 


The supreme court of Wisconsin 


has held a law invalid that at- 
tempted to delegate the authority 
ol the state to a private corpora- 
tion. With this decision the pri- 
vate corporation loses an appro- 
priation of $60,000 that was to be 
used in its preliminary work and 
organization. The court's decision 
is interpreted to mean that Wis- 
consin will have no TVA. That 
state has water power, millions of 
potential horsepower 
going to 


waste constantly along the rivers. 
It is interesting and worth while 
to note that on a number of rivers 
where water power can be easily 
obtained, where the flow is un- 
usually heavy and constant ex- 
cepting when ice -forms, and where 
there is a market for power, steam 
plants supply much of the power 
marketed. 


Under a law passed by the 


Wisconsin legislature, 15 men, said 
to have been selected by LaFol- 
lette politicians, were incorporated 
as the Wisconsin Developmen! 
authority. 
The law 
authorized 


them to promote electrical utili- 
ties, to make loans on properties, 
to construct and operate power 
plants and factories, to produce 
almost all commodities that can be 
manufactured and to carry on 
many forms of personal service, 
among the services named being 
those pertaining to law and med- 
ical practice. 


After having organized, the in- 


corporators made an effort to col- 
lect the money, that had been 
appropriated by the legislature 
There were threats of persona' 
suits against officers of the state 
if any attempt were made to pay 
out this money. In the face of 
threatened suits | state officers re- 
fused to honor the demand for the 
money 
appropriated 
until the 


courts had passed on. the- validity 
of the law. 


The supreme court of that state 


has acted. It has held the law 
void under the constitution. I 
has denied the right of the legis- 
lature to appropriate money for 
this purpose, and it has held tha 
the delegation of power was im- 
proper and void.

:iction has given a picture of the 
region in pioneer days, a picture 
.hat shows what happened and 
what kind of people made it hap- 
pen. 
It, too, is historical, even 


:ho fiction. 
Then that country 


was emerging from the rule of the 
red man to something worse, a 
reign where only the fittest sur- 
vived. The book by Miss Sandoz, 
doesn't portray a trait of human 
character that couldn't have been 
duplicated in actual life. 
True, 


the book Is fiction, but the people 
who move across its pages, com- 
posite characters tho they may be, 
were known in that day. 
The 


background of less spectacular 
people, while shown, is not so con- 
spicuous as the more lurid picture 
of those who did demand attention. 
It was a region where some bad 
men and women lived by the 
might of themselves and their 
kind. It was a region of ugly, 
sometimes nauseating, exhibitions 
of human behavior, and the Sandoz 
book shows it up as such.

Chilblain and Frostbite. 


Chilblain Is the mildest degree 
f frostbite or freezing comparable 
with a first degree burn (mere 
reddening and irritation of the 
kin without blistering). Numb- 
icss and tingling, followed by loss 
f sensation If it is a severe frost- 
>lte, or by pain and swelling if it 
i ordinary chilblain. 
1 


Mlid chilblain itches and burns, 
ooks red, disappears in a few 
ours If bathed with a simple as- 
rlngent wash, such as a pinch of 
alum in warm water, then dried 
and powdered with plain talcum or 
wrated talcum powder. 
As numerous doddering old tim- 
s assure me, I may bo wrong 
about this, but I prefer to go along 
with Vilhjalmur Stefansson, the 
Arctic explorer, whose experience 
at least carries weight. 
Mr. Stefansson found that gentle 


'riction with the dry palm, the 
land being warmed against the 
breast under the clothing, best re- 
stored the circulation if applied as 
soon as the ear, nose, finger or 
oot became thoroly chilled, numb 
or turned white. Along with this 
reatment, 
internal 
stimulants, 
varm nutritious drinks, coffee, tea, 
hot soup If available, but of course 
never alcoholics. Somehow Mr. 
Stefansson never cared to resort to 
applications of ice or snow or cold 
water. Stefansson never did take 
much stock in fishwife lore. Great 
'ireside explorers had always as- 
serted that a white man could not 
,ve a whole year rn the Arctic; 
Stefansson lived five years there. 
Eminent medical authorities had 
.Iways assumed a white man could 
not live on meat alone—they 
opHied he'd be certain to suffer 
with gout, rheumatiz, acidosis and 
all sorts of maladies. Stefansson 
ived a year on an exclusive meat 
diet, under constant observation 
of competent medical scientists, 
and finished the year in better 
health than he had enjoyed at the 
beginning of the experiment. 
The important rule in the first 
aid management of frostbite is 
.his: Desist from gentle friction 
or rubbing or kneading with the 
.varm fingers or hand the instant 
the bleached or white appearance 
of the frostbitten part changes to 
a pink flush. 
If blisters rise, in chilblains, they 
must be treated as you would treat 
jlisters from a burn or scald—it 
s always wisest to have medical 
care, but if medical care is not 
available, the blisters should be 
opened by incision thru an iodin 
painted spot with sterile (boiled) 
scissors or knife, to drain the fluid 
or serum, then the surface should 
covered with borated talcum 
and clean socks 'or' stockings 
put on. 
Wool or silk or a combination of 
silk and wool socks or stockings 
should be worn as a preventive 
against chilblain—never cotton. 
One subject to chilblains must 
carefully avoid sweating feet or 
wet feet. Thick soles and rubbers 
or "arctics" should be worn when 
the ground is covered with snow 
or slush. The feet will keep warm 
£ woolen underwear is worn; this 
may be light weight, knitted and 
perfectly comfortable—there is no 
"itch" in woolen or part woolen 
underwear nowadays. Avoid circu- 
lar elastic hose supporters, tightly 
laced or buttoned shoes, too tight- 
ly fitting shoes—these all tend to 
interfere with circulation in the 
feet. Cork insoles help to prevent 
chilblains. A minute or so, as many 
times a day as possible, lying on 
the back with legs elevated to ver- 
tical while on imaginary barrel is 
juggled with the feet or an Imagi- 
nary bicycle is pedaled fast, im- 
proves circulation in the feet anc 
legs, especially where varicose 
veins are present.

Legislature Has Not Thus Far 
Designated Persons practising 
Law as Officers of Court. , 
EDGAR.—Of late, several per- 
sons have declared a lawyer being 
an "integrated" 
member of the 
"bar" or an "officer of the court' 
is ineligible to the legislature. 
The idea of an "integrated bar 
is to have a self-governing organ 
ization of lawyers adopting uni 
form rules of procedure, charging 
uniform fees for like services and 
barring those whom it considers 
unfit to practice law when the acts 
of such members are inimical to 
the ''public welfare." If the inte 
grated members of the bar choose 
to become "officers of the court1 
they, voluntarily, accept the domi 
nation of the supreme court of th< 
state of Nebraska. 
In fact, th< 
supreme court recently held it ha< 
the "authority 
to regulate

practice of law." 
The legislature has, as yet. made 
no provision for designating per 
sons engaged in the practice of lavs 
as "officers of the court!" I sup

If such is the case 
then, I would imagine that undc 
a strict interpretation of Section 9 
Article 3, legislative, of the Ne

CURTIS.—The fight being made 
against the present farm bill is 
nothing less than tragic. It is not 
a fight to make for a better bill 
or better conditions for agricul- 
ture, but a fight to let farm pro- 
duce sell at ruinous prices. There 
never could be a greater false- 
hood than to compare the acts of 
this administration with Russian 
or German conditions. We are still 
living in a free country with an 
election coming up this fall so that 
the country can change its law- 
makers if bad laws are enacted. 
But we should remember that 
freedom never meant the right to 
destroy, and yet there are some 
who would destroy agriculture in 
the name of freedom. 
Here we are with an expected 
carry over of nearly two hundred 
million bushels of wheat, and the 
largest planted acreage of winter 
wheat on record so that it is en- 
tirely possible that we may have 
a total supply after next harvest 
comparable with that of 1931 and 
1932. There seems to be a prob- 
able carry over of about five hun- 
dred million bushels of corn, and 
if the next crop should be normal 
the price left to itself would col- 
lapse. In any event the present 
bill would not be harmful. 
Natural enemies of the plan are 
those who expect to profit from 
cheap grain. To these are joined 
the politicians who wish to dis- 
credit the president. 
But the 
greater harm is done by some in- 
efficient back scratchers who are 
helping to administer the present 
soil conservation program. Some 
farmers are so disgusted about 


No Wonder Farmer Does Not Fall 
For Farm Program With Com- 
pulsory Features. 
ELMWOOD.—When we had th< 
other farm program we were asked 
to cut down production on wheat, 
corn, and hogs and were given e 
check. Many fanners took it as n 
check looked good and it did lu-lp 
temporarily. Then the gram deal- 
ers begun buying large quantities 
of wheat from Canada and corn 
from South America. Secretary of 
Agriculture Wallace then asked 
for 5 million pigs to be destroyed 
and an /additional 1 million brood 
sows. Jteat now Is being shipped 
in from the Argentine. Does de- 
stroying bring back substantial, 
lasting prosperity ? Cattle were 
bought up at designated places and 
destroyed, the work being done by 
unemployed men who would have 
liked to have the meat to eat. 
When we did not have corn to 
market then prices went up to 
$1.30 or thereabouts. Last 
fall 
when we did get some corn for 
feed and some /to sell corn prices 
went down to 50 cents a bushel. 
When corn prices were around 
51.25 many farmers were forced 
to sell their hogs because of lack 
of feed or money to buy it with. 
Now many farmers will have to 
buy their meat for the coming 
year. Hog receipts "at the Omaha 
market are the lowest for 50 years. 
Senator Capper of Kansas says, 
"During the fiscal year of 1937 the 
farmers of foreign nations sold us 
more of their products of the same 
kind grown here than we shipped 
out." Why can't we raise all we 
want to ? No wonder the farmer 
does not fall for the farm program 
with its compulsory features.

WOULD LIKEJ DEFINITION 


Think Supreme Court Should 


Define Active Attorney. 
Omaha lawyers think that the 


supreme court passed up an ex- 
cellent opportunity in the Kirk 
case to define what constitutes an 
active practitioner. They say that 
in that city there are a number 
of what .they call "sundown law- 
yers," men admitted to the bar 
and on the active list, but who are 
employed in some bank, trust com- 
pany, postoffice or federal agency 
by day. and who add to their in- 
come by doing their practicing of 
law after sundown. 


There are said to be several hun- 


dred of them in Omaha who are 
thus making difficult the path to 
frame and riches of younger law- 
yers struggling to gain a foothold 
and who maintain offices. They 
not only scrape up cases for them- 
selves among their friends and 
fellow workers, but they do their 
legal work for them for much less 
than the usual fees. 


One lawyer of standing relates 


that a friend of his was recently 
called on to handle a considerable 
estate. In the neighborhood was 
one of the sundown practitioners, 
also a friend. He undertook1 to 
handle the legal end for the man, 
and in doing so frequently called 
on the practicing lawyer for ad- 
vice. This was freely given, as he 
supposed it was a friendly gesture 
towards their mutual friend, but 
he was angry and annoyed later 
to find that the "sundowner" had 
collected a $2.000 fee. 


While it is admittedly an evil, 


bar association leaders have been

Before a player can double "Intelli- 


gently he must thoroughly appreciate 
the mathematics of doubles and re- 
doubles. It must be remembered 
that every time a contract Is doubled 
there is the chance that 'a redouble 
will promptly follow. 
The higher 


th« contract the greater " percent- 
age" a redouble returns, this, of 
course, assuming that the contract 
will succeed, or fail, by a very close 
margin. Experts 
fully 
appreciate 


this matter of percentage, which Is 
one of the reasons that they are 
extremely chary about doubling ilaro 
bids. 


When you double six spades, let 


us say, and your opponents redouble, 
you actually arc laying considerable 
odds that you will defeat the con- 
tract. Had you let them play jix 
spades undoubted, If the contract 
succeeds they score 180 points below 
the line. If there Is a ''double and 
a redouble, a- fulfilled contract re- 
turns 720 points below the line. The 
difference Is 540 points. Now let us 
see what happens If the contract goes 
down one trick. Without a double 
or redouble, you [the defender] 
would score 50 or 100 above the line, 
depending on vulnerability. A redou- 
ble increases this to 200 or 400 points. 
Thus, If the contract will either make 
or be defeated one trick, you are 
risking 540 points additional against 
a measly 150 points additional, not 
vulnerable, and 300 points additional 
vulnerable. Obviously you are laying 
too liberal odds. East received an 
object lesson In this connection in 
the following hand.

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Leprosy Not 
Considered 
Hopeless 


Dreaded Disease Now 


Said to Be Curable 
in Certain Stages 


By ROYAL S. COPELAND, M. D.

TAKING THE world as a whole, 


it is probable that of all the dis- 
eases afflicting mankind leprosy is 
the most dreaded. Students of the 
Bible and of history have learned 
how the ancients suffered in body 
and mind because of the disease or 
the fear of it. 
Consequently, the 


mere mention of leprosy brings to 
mind the thought that the fingers, 
the toes and even the hands and 
feet may fall off. 
Leprosy has been known for so 


many centuries that everybody 
knows about it. No wonder it has 
been the dreaded scourge of all 
mankind. 
Little of scientific value was 


known about, this disease until 
1871. Then the micro-organism or 
germ responsible for it was discov- 
ered and named the "bacillus 
iepra". 


Affects Skin, Nerves 


Leprosy affects the skin and 


nerves of the victim. Marked and 
often hideous mutilations of the 
body occur. But the horrible and 
disfiguring1 form of the disease Is 
not so common as it was in for- 
mer years. This advance is traced 
to our Increased knowledge of lep- 
rosy. 
It is now known that the disease 


is curable in certain stages. In- 
deed, many cures have been ob- 
tained. This favorable state of af- 
fairs is quite different from the sit- 
uation of only a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago. 
A number of drugs have been 


helpful. Recently the administra- 
tion of certain dyes, like Trepan 
blue, for example, has been useful 
in some cases. Unfortunately, re- 
lapses often occur after this treat- 
ment. Better results have been 
claimed from the use of another 
dye called 
fiuorescin. 
In 10 per 


cent of the cases of leprosy, recov- 
ery has been accomplished by the 
use of chaulmoogra oil. 


Early Treatment Urged 


Of course, entirely dependable re- 


sults from treatment are not yet,i 
available. Until this desirable end 
has been accomplished, it la the 
duty of society in general to help 
lepers to as great comfort as pos- 
sible, by affording scientific medical 
care. 
Not every case Is one demanding 


quarantine. But when the patient 
is sent to a leper colony, he is not 
admitted there as a hopeless out- 
cast, but in the hope and expecta- 
tion that he will be cured and re- 
turned to his home and community. 
AH these colonies are equipped 
with modern 
laboratories 
and 


clinics essential to the very best 
treatment of the disease. 


The disease does not always pre- 


sent the horrible and classical pic- 
ture of leprosy. The disfiguration 
of the skin may be hardly notice- 
able. But, to give the benefit of 
the most hopeful results, it is of the 
utmost importance that the con- 
dition be recognized as early as 
possible.

Great" who, 50 the 
legenti goes, had celebrated far 
into the night before. Alexander 
had pitched the day before—and 
naturally 
thought 
his services 
would no longer be needed—only 
to be called back to the mound 
by Manager Rogers Hornaby to 
face one of the toughest spots in 
baseball history. There in nothing 
in world, aeries drama to top 
Alex's glorious effort that day. 
The bronze testimonial will not
